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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The indicated allowability of claim 22 is withdrawn in view of the newly 
discovered reference(s) to Lansford et al (USPN 6,722,942). Rejections based on the 
newly cited reference(s) follow. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 128 and 137 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. The specification while being enabling for a conductive material to include 
copper or aluminum and an electrode to include graphite or platinum, does not 
reasonably provide enablement for a conductive material to include copper and/or 
aluminum and an electrodes to include graphite and/or platinum. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States

only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claim 22 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Lansford et 
al (USPN 6,722,942). Lansford et al discloses a method for removing a conductive 
material from a microelectronic substrate 22 comprising engaging a face surface of the 
microelectronic substrate 22 with a polishing surface of a polishing pad 18, disposing a 
liquid 14 adjacent to the polishing surface of the polishing pad 18, the liquid 14 including 
ammonium persulfate, electrically coupling the conductive material to a source of 
electrical potential 36, moving the microelectronic substrate or the polishing pad relative 
to the other while the polishing surface is engaged with the microelectronic substrate to 
remove material from the face surface the microelectronic substrate (note Fig. 1-3, col. 
3, line 32 to col. 4, line 65). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1-21, 33-89, 108-118, 120-127, 129-136 and 138-141 are allowed. 

7. Claims 23-32 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

8. Claims 128 and 137 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
